and waning, but th# pov/er is good on 
the firet and second cylinders. 
The en* 
g.ne misses at all spesda. Th* magneto 
in in good condition. 
What is tho m a t­ 
ter? 
Since you have weak compression on 
the third and fourth cylinders you 
could not expect got id results f 1*01 ll 
ymir motor. 
While the valve* may 
have lieeu ground only recently, this 
docs not necessarily mean that they 
do not need reseating again. 
Very of­ 
ten a sum 11 particle of carbon will 
lodge under the sent of the exhaust 
valve and cat I so trouble even though 
the cylinders have Just been cleaned; 
also the piston rings may be lined up 
In such a w ay flint the openings nro 
all In line and accordingly lose com­ 
pression here. 
It is also possibly that 
the Spark plugs in tbeae cylinders urn 
not in good repulr. 
Possibly the In­ 
sulators are cracked and permit short 
circuits.

putting in five new dry batterie* it will 
■ tart fairly well, but in about a week 
tho batterie* run low, and it is necessa­ 
ry to prim# several time* and refill th# 
radiator with hot waler to start the 
motor. 
The car run* well after the e n ­ 
gine is once started and will idle fairly 
well. 
Can you tell me what causes this 
trouble? 
T he d ry batteries should ho used only 
for starling. 
You are probably In the 
habit of letting the engine ru n for some 
time on the butteries before switching 
to the magneto. 
Ju st as soon as the 
ngtno lins started you should switch 
over to the magneto In order to con 
serve tho batteries. 
These dry cells 
soon get exhausted it’ they are used 
for continuous o r closed circuit work. 
A dry battery Is not intended for any 
■tiler than open circuit w ork 
Unit Is. 
for use only a t intervals. 
T he reason 
the motor xviii not start easily Is evl 
Gently because the batteries are ex 
haunted and do not give sufficient size 
of spark. 


Why do they not build an engine with 
three, five or any odd number of cylin­ 
der*, and, if practical, how would coat 
of running be compared? 
Simplicity and balance are the chief 
reasons for the universal use of four 
'.'Under engines having a num ber v'f 
cylinders equaling a multiple of 2. 
In 
the four cycle engine there are four 
events that have to be completed lur 
every power Impulse per cylinder given 
to the crank shaft 
(hat is, the piston 
has to move dow nw ard twice and uj*- 
vvard 
twice to complete 
the cycle. 
Therefore the crank s h a ft revolves 
twice to receive one Impulse from a 
given cylinder. 
W ith four cylinders 
there is a power Impulse every half 
revolution, or two per revolution; w ith 
u six there a re three Impulses per rev­ 
olution; with nu eight, four. 
If the 
motor were a 
three cylinder there 
would bt' one and one-half impulses 
per revolution of the crank shaft. 
With such irregularity between the 
power impulses aud motor revolutions 
it is Impossible to obtain a correct bal­ 
ance. 
Of course In the case of two 
cycle motors, where there Is a power 
Impulse from each cylinder to each 
crank shaft revolution, the difficulty 
above mentioned is not a factor.
